REPORT ON UNIDENTIFIED ABRIAL OBJECT

I had put my car in the garage and as is my habit, I stopped in the driveway to 
look at the stars. As I centered my attention on the Big Dioper, part of the 
constellation Ursa Major, I saw whst I thought was tho trail of » lurge meteor 
. appear, approximately 5 degress of arc east of a line betwoen the two pointer 
stars and almost exactly in the center of the four stars forming the dippor 


> ve 

The trail was of a red color and appeared to be coming down at about an angle of 
20 degrees to my line of sight and in a southwesterly direction, Only tho red 
trail was visible for about two second and then a small white dot becains visible, 
from which the trail was emanating. ‘The speed eposared to be meteoric and so I 
still thought the object was what is commonly called a “meteor” or “shooting star." 
Tae object continued down and the trail continued for about 2 or 3 more sosonise 
By this time ths waite object hud an apparent diameter of about 1/64 to 1/32 ine 
The trail faded and the object still continued coming dow. Ths speed appeared 


to be decreasing and I tain errat to the flight of the object, 
which by now avpeared to have a self-luninous or fluorescent quality, = ~~~

As soon as the trail faded ] was convinced that the object could not be a meteor 
so I immediately called to my wife who did not hear me because of the noise of the 
television set and the noise the children were making. It was necessary for me to 
call her three or four times before she heard me and came out. This is tho basis 
for estimating that after the trail faded, another 10 secords must have elapsed 
before the object had attained level flight. 


I speak of the fluorescent quality of the light emitted by the object, as opposed 
to the incandescent quality of the lights of aircraft. There were no rays radiat- 
jug from it'-as are apparent around the intensely brilliant light of a filament type 
light seen at a distance, 


The levolling-off process of the object seemed to require several miles of alti- 
tude end the radius of the curve must have been several miles. TI had sont my wife 
bask into the house to obtain my 6-power telescope in order that I might see the 
object more closely. Whon she returned the object was flying level on «# course al- 
most duo west. The objest passed over and at a considerably higher alsitute than 
a light plane which was flying almst due south at an estimated altitude of 2000 
or 3000 ft. I estimated the altitude of the object at this point of its trajechory 
to be from 10,000 to 15,900 fest. Its spesd at this time appeared to be within 
the rangs of knowm aircraft speeds. To ths naked cys the object appeared as a 
sphers of about 1/16 inch diameter, The fluorescence was of a white color tending 
toward yellow. Through the telescope the objoct presented » larger dist but tho 
brightness did not appreciably inoreass, There was a slight blue halation visible 
through the telescope whish I believe may be attributed to chromatic abbrration, 
since the blue cclor was not apparent to the naked oye.

In level flight the objeot seemed to dart from sido to sido in an oscillating mo- 
tion without diminishing of forward spesd. When viewed through the telescope, tho 
objost would dart entirely-out of the field of view 


After traveling a course almost due west for a»proximately on» miles, the object 
turned toward the northwest and appeared to circule over San Diego Bay and Point 
Loma and disappeared traveling north at a constant altitude and speed. 


During the entire time the object was visible there was absolutely no avrarent 
sound created by it. Despite its terrific spesd in its By thers was no 
shock wave or noise from its power source, 


At approximately 9:25 Palle I observed the object returning on a circular course 
from the direction of downtown San Diego in approximately ths same path over which 
it traveled northward. It passed almost overhead cgain at an elevation of approxi- 
mately 45 degrees. The object described almost a 300 degrees turn and my last sight 
of it was as it passed over downtown San Diego heading directly west. As it passed 
over the brightly lighted aroa, I got the impression that the ground lights were 
reflecting off a metal hull, mush as the lights refleat off the fuselage and wings 
of one of | our own aircraft as it flies overhead. 


It is my conviction that since this object followed an apparently controlled course 
it was not moving under the influence of gravity,.and must have been guided by an 
intelligence unknown to us. Its dive from an extreme altitude at possibly msteoric 
speed, its deceleration, levelling off, and circling of.the city twice indicate 
that it arrived fron interplanetary space and was under intelligent control. One 
possible source of power which may be suggested at our present levsl of Imowledgs 
‘4s some form of olectro-magactis forse, which may azzaunt for the silence of opera. 
tioa and also the fluorescence, waich sould be induced by ionization of sither 

the object itself or the surrounding atmospheric gases, mush in the manner of fluor- 
escent lights, neon signs, and the Aurorae Rorealis and Australis. 


“In conclusion, it is my conviction that the object I observed was a space ship 
under the control and guidans> of intelligomt bsings froma plaast other than 


the carth.
